STRIKE CONDITIONS BETTER 


M a jor-G enera l M cK ee Is of O pinion

Muncie, Ind., J an. 10.—Muncie con­ 
tinues to cling to her record for good 
behavior, established when the troops 
came la st Saturday, following a period 
of three days of riot and bloodshed. 
Not even a suggestion of an outbreak 
by the rioters has been made In the 
la st forty-eight hours. 
In view of these peaceful conditions 
Major General McKee has issued or­ 
ders for the return to their homes of 
three companies now in Muncie, one 
from each of the three battalions now 
in service. The companies to go home 
are A, of Indianapolis, the Kokomo 
company and the company from Green­ 
field. About fitfy men went home yes­ 
terday. 
They were mostly members 


of thè hospital corps. 
Considerable ill feeling has been en­ 
gendered among labor leaders here 
over the treatment accorded A. L. Beh- 
ner of the Amalgamated association. 
Behner is the labor leader notified by 
the civil authorities of Muncie to leave 
here and remain away because of al­ 
leged inflammatory utterances. 
Ma­ 
hon, the president of the Amalgamat­ 
ed 
association, 
has 
complained 
in 
strong terms of the action, and openly 
calls it an attempt to undertake Rus­ 
sian methods In American life. 
The authorities say there is no 
charge against 
Mahon 
nor against 
Behner, but the latter is simply not 
desired here because of his alleged at­ 
tempt to violate the mayor’s proclama­ 
tion. Neither Behner nor Mahon have 
returned to Muncie since Tuesday, but 
labor leaders sa y they will 
return 
when they please and take the conse­ 
quences. 
The traction company has not yet 
begun to operate its cars during the 
early morning hours, the first car go­ 
ing out at 8 o’clock, when the regular 
schedule fixes 6 o’clock as the starting 
hour. Sheriff Perdieu continues to use 
the deputy sheriffs to guard the lines. 
The boycott of thè cars on the Indiana 
Union Traction company’s lines con­ 
tinues to be effective to a marked de­ 
gree, and little riding is being done. 
It is this fact that makes many people 
believe that Mahon and Behner are 
working further to tie up the situation. 
Some of the more radical labor leaders 
here wish a sympathetic strike called 
on traction lines in other cities, and 
even suggest extending the strike to 
Ohio and Illinois, but according to re­ 
ports from President W. D. Mahon 
and Vice President A. L. Behner of the 
Amalgamated 
Association 
of Street 
and Electric Railway Tm pio yes, no 


sympathetic strike is contemplated. 
Robert Monroe, prosecuting attor­ 
ney of Delaware county, has begun an 
investigation of the recent riots here 
and hundreds of names have been ob­ 
tained and subpenas will be issued at 
once for their appearance before the 
grand jury, which Is expected to con­ 
vent next Monday. 
Prosecutor Mon­ 
roe said today that he is going to 
make the rowdies pay for the fun they 
have had and for the part they have 
played in making Muncie notorious as 
a riot center. 
The grand jury will 
probe the riot thoroughly, and every 
participant that can be obtained will 
be called before that body to tell what 
he knows. 
Secret agents of the pros­ 
ecutor are now collecting evidence and 
names from every possible source. 
"I 
am going to prove to a good many 
people that this is not a joke,” was 
the emphatic way in which Mr. Mon­ 
roe expressed himself.

It would seem as if the time 
was very near, for the wisdom which 
is not of God lias no use for the Christ 
of the Scriptures or His hearty in­ 
dorsem ent of Moses and the prophets. 
It might truly be said today to many

“There staudeth one am ong you w hom 
ye know not!’ (verse 26). They know 
Him not as the Saviour, for they think 
to save themselves by their own re­ 
ligiousness; therefore they cannot know’ 
Him as their Lord. 
As to His coming 
again, that is to them the height of 
folly and an idle tale. 
Jesus, 
having 
returned 
from 
His 
wilderness conflict with the devil and 
his forty days of fasting, went to meet 
John at the Jordan to be baptized of 
him. 
W hen John saw Him he said, 
“Behold the Lam b of God, w hich tak- 
eth away the sin of the world” (verse 
29). This is the great cry which the 
world needs to hear now, for probably 
two-thirds of all on the earth have not 
yet heard of Illm who takes away sin. 
The title “Lam b of God” takes us back 
to Eden, where He Himself, by the 
shedding of blood, provided redemp­ 
tion clothing for Adam and Eve and 
taught them the way of approach to 
Him, then on 
to all the sacrifices 
commanded by God, all of which typi­ 
fied the great and only sacrifice that 
can take away sin, even the sacrifice 
of Himself. 
No shedding of blood of 
anim als could take away sin, hut He 
appeared to put away sin by the sacri­ 
fice of Himself, and after lie had of­ 
fered one sacrifice for sins for ever 
sat down on tlie right hand of God(IIeb. 
ix , 26-28; x . 11-14).

All who receive 
Him not only have the forgiveness of 
sins, but become children of God and 
joint heirs w ith Him of all His glory 
(Rom. viil, 16-18). His first two record­ 
ed utterances after He came in the 
flesh should be specially treasured and 
practiced by 
all 
His redeemed, 
“ I 
must be about my F ather’s business” 
and “Suffer it to be so now” (Luke 
1!, 49; Matt, iii, 15). The first covers 
all our service, and the second includes 
all the seemingly unnecessary things 
we are called to do or bear for Him.
